A Jarge and enthusinstic sudience filled the
Musioal Fund Hall last evening, the occasion
being o leoture by Rev. T. De Witt Talmage,
under the auspioes of the Philalethean Literary
Association. It was o rarve treat, and the pudi-
ence manifested their approbation by fre-
quently applanding the speaker throughout his
amusing address,

At & o'clock precisely, Mr, John D. Ford
oame forward and said: —Ladies and Gentlemen
—The Philaletheau Literary Association of
Phliadelphin i#¢ one probably known to the
majority of you, It will seem useless at thb
time to make any extended remarks relative to
it, and we would only state that it is an associn
tien whore objeot ls to promote the talent and
usefulness of its members in the feld= of
hlerary effort and pursuit. We lold our
meetings every Friday evening, at our rooms
No. 786 Aroh street, and we would employ the
present opportunity to cordially invite young
men, who desiro to avall themselves ol the
advantages which an active and eflicient
organization is capable of affording to the minds
of ite members, to come and join us, We feel
confldent in stating that all such will be gladly
received, and that thelr connection with ng will
be amply rewarded. The lecture to be delivered
thie evening is prezented under the auspices of
this Association, and it needs no lengthy speech
by way of introduction of the distinguished
gentleman who is to address us, We thaok you
all, kind friends, for your attendance on this
oocasion, and on behall of the Association I now
have the honor of introducing to youn Rev, T.
De Witt Talmage.

Tue applause which greeted the mention of
the Jecturer's name conlinued for several min-
utes, and was agnin renewed when be stepped
forward to the desk, after which he spoke as
rollows t—

Ladies and Gontlemen:—At some time avery
man builds & house, or s interested in the build-
ing ot one, If he does net get enough dollnrs
to do the work himself, his children will do it,
He will be called upon for counsel in the mutter,
Huch large opportunities are opening that the
probability is, almost every yom:]g man will he
able to bulld himself o house, and from the way
that matters look now, I judge thal gome of the
young ladies will, belore lon , be invited to
move into these newly constructed cdifices,
Every man ought to own a house. T will
admit this whose ankles have ever acliea in
that delectable business of house-hunting. To
start out on a spring morning, with the physi-
cal syetem relaxed, up this street and down the
otber, looking out for those short, delicate
words, “To Let.” You are to “Inguire within,”
But, alas | they do not want to show you the
house, The present occupants, with an
outburst of indignation, exclaim, *‘Who told

ou that this house was to let?" You cringe
n the corner of the hall, and hold your hat
down with the humblest air, and say, *'Sir,"” or
**Madam, | spaw the sign at the door, and thought
I would just look through.” By this lime the
whole family, some from the hali-opened doors,
and some looking over the baunisters, glower
upon you till youn feel that you must be a bur-
glarions and miserable offender, and are almost
disposed to do as my little p%rl of two years old,
who, when discovered with her hand in the
cake-boyx, knelt down in the corner of the pantry,
and prayed, 'Dod bless papa and mamma.”

As you are passing through the hall you are
told that the furnace does not heat the house,
und the bath-tub leaks, the cellar i damp, the
window pulleys are broken, there are roaches in
the closete and moths In the garret, Bul by
this time you stand in the soap-suds of the
kitchen, with a rat-terrier at your heels bark-
ing with such pertectspite that you know some-
body has given him the wink; or yeu ure up-
stairs gazing on the outside of the doors of
rooms which they tell you are locked, but are
just Hke all the other rooms, When you get
out on the sidewalk you give one lnng breath
of satisfaction, consfdering that you have had
& hairbreadth escape, and leeling like the man
who paid the dentist one dollar for drawing an
ugly tooth, declaring that he had on previous
occaslons epjoyed himself more for the same
amount of mouney, Nevertheless, you muet
haye a house, and so you try it again, Up Lhis
street and down that, until at last you see a bill
in such large letters that you think this must
be o genuine case of a house Lo let; but you are
to inquire of the house agent, Forthwith you
seek bis office.
